1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-5 and 11-13 
are allowable because prior art fails to teach or suggest, either alone or in combination, in 
amended independent claim 1 the specifics given to the wireless communication system wherein 
the wireless communication system is operable to perform in the first mode and the second mode 
in which in the first mode the image data along with the confirmation thereof is transmitted with 
average power utilized is 10 milliwatts or less and in the second mode one-way transmission of 
the image data without the confirmation thereof is transmitted with average power utilized is 10 
microwatts or less, in the context of the claimed invention.
